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NIKOLA TESLA and the 
DEATH RAY

Lm newspapers of the country 
on July 10, 1934, drew world wide notice 
to a remarkable man, hitherto known 
chiefly to technicians, by announcing that 
Nikola Tesla had discovered a ‘Death 
Ray" capable of destroying an army one 
hundred miles away. Notonly our people, 
but the whole world sat up and paid at- 
tention; for its nations were feverishly 
preparing for war; and of what avail 
would be soaring airplanes or crawling 
motor tanks against an invisible force 
coming from an unknown direction with 
power to annihilate everv living thing in 
its path! 

No wonder Tesla stated a few months be- 
fore when interviewed for the Scientific 
American, that due to unfavorable cir- 
cumstances some of the most important 
results of his researches had not yet been 
announced. These included new refining 
processes for producing steel, copper. 
aluminum, and other metals below cosr. 
The brief biography resulting from the 
interview of Tesla was published in the 
March, 1934, issue of Scientific American, 
before wide publicity was given to the 
"Death Ray," which finds no mention 
there. But it does state that he was born 
at the stroke of midnight, July 9-10, 1856, 
in Smiljan, Jugoslavia. This enables us to 
furnish a correct birth-chart, here illus- 
trated, from which to study the astrolog- 
ical factors at influence in the life of this 
great inventor. 

Make no mistake, when a man is written 
up and his picture used for frontispiece in 
Scientific American and he is given space 
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for an article—tor in the same issue is an 
illustrated article by Dr. Tesla on Electro- 
static Generators—he is no mere crank, 
nor one harboring some wild hallucina- 
tion. To get such recogniton he must be 
a man of integrity and of outstanding ac- 
complishment. This, therefore, makes 
one exceedingly thoughtful as to what 
part may be played in world affairs by his 
destructive Ray. 

It makes us want to know more about 
the Ray, and more about the man who in- 
vented it. In regard to the Ray, while 
there is no data upon which to measure 
its effectiveness, any competent astrologer 
who has kept up his studies since the dis- 
covery of the death planer Pluto in 1930. 
can be counted on to affirm that it is not 
some trivial discovery, but has back of 
it a destructiveness, at least when fullv 
developed, such as the world has never 
known. Pluto is also the planet of radio 
transmission, even as Uranus is the planet 
of electricity and Neptune is the planet of 
aeronautics. Mars is the planet of war 
and strife. And in 1934, when the dis- 
covery of the Ray found its way into the 
papers, Mars by progression had reached 
the expansion (inconjunct ) aspect to Pluto 
in Dr. Tesla's chart. '

the compartment of the astral body in 
which the thought-cells receive the great- 
est volume of planetary energy. The 
various Compartments in the astral body 
occupied by thought-cells with special 
trends are mapped in the birth-chart by the 
houses. The house of the chart containing 
the most planets indicates the thought- 
cells receiving a large volume of energy. 
In Dr. Tesla's chart there are more planets 
in the house of study (third compartment) 
than in any other. This proclaims him to 
be a natural student; one who spends much 
of his life in thought; one to whom studies 
are more important than to most. 

People with the individualistic thought- 
cells prominent, as mapped by Uranus 
in an angle, dislike to be under the restric- 
tions commonly imposed by superiors. 
They have their own ideas, rather than 
being hampered by any kind of conven- 
tional restraint. If they can do so they 
much prefer to be free lances in the occu- 
pation they select. And Tesla has been 
one of those few most favored ones like 
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Edison, who has not been compelled by 
economic necessity to work for some great 
corporation. He has been an independent 
investigator, in love with his work, and 
able to press forward under his own power, 
so to speak. 

What a man does in life is the result of 
the character with which he was born, 
mapped by the signs and planets in his 
birth-chart, as modified by later character 
changes due to experience, and stimulated 
into activity by planetary energies reach- 
ing him over the aerials formed by prog- 
ressed aspects. Important events come 
into people's lives, and people do impor- 
tant things, only when the thought factors 
of the unconscious mind receive an un- 
usual supply of energy with which to 
work. The time such energies are re- 
ceived, and their nature, and the mental 
factors thus energized, are shown by the 
progressed aspects. 

This birth-chart shows one inventive, 
who would become interested in electric- 
ity (Uranus), and in radio (Pluto) when 
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that science came co the fore. Quite 
naturally Tesla’s first experiments were 
with electricity. As Mercury, the planet 
of mental expression is in the house of 
studies (Ord) in his birth-chart, any prog- 
ressed aspect of Mercury would stimu- 
late the thought-cells within his uncon- 
scious mind, and cause him co think. 
As Mercurv in the birth-chart is conjunc- 
tion the erudite planet Saturn, he would 
always think deeply, and be able to delve 
to the very bottom of things. 

In 1882 Mercury progressed to che luck 
(trine) aspect with the planet Jupiter, 
Ruler of the house of public expression 
(9th). From a very early age he had been 
inventing things, but under this aspect 
he gained first public recognition. He 
invented. the rotating field induction 
motor and alternating current system of 
power transmission. He worked devel- 
oping this further until 1888. 

People with many planets in travel 
houses are given to journeys. Tesla has 
three planets in the house of short jour- 
nevs (3rd). They never take a long 
journey, however, unless there is a prog- 
ressed aspect within one degree of perfect 
to the ruler of the 9th house. The oppor- 
tunities the inventor sought were very 
limited in his native land; and America, 
where freedom was reputed to reign, 
beckoned him. 

In 1884, with Jupiter, ruler of the house 
of long journeys (9th) square to Saturn; 
and the Sun, ruling his home, progressed 
to the opportunity (sextile) aspect of 
Venus, ruling his personality (lst), he 
voyaged to America, there to make his 
home. 

He did not arrive as a mere transit, but 
with intent to abide here for the rest of 
his life. Thus when the Sun, ruling the 
house of nationalitv and homeland (4th) 
made ics next progressed aspect, he be- 
came an American citizen. He took this 

step under Sun progressed to semi-sextile 
Sun, in 1839. 

That same vear, 1889, Venus, ruling him 


(1st), progressed to the squarc aspect of 
the electrical planet, Uranus. This made 
him more than ever keen on electrical ex. 
periments. The result of these was that 
before the aspect was past he had invented 
the Tesla coil and oscillation transformer. 

Venus by progression moves from the 
square of the birth-chart Uranus to the 
square of the progressed Uranus the follow- 
ing year. And under this further prog. 
ressed aspect to the electrical planet, in 
1890, he invented the clectro- mechanical 
isochronous oscillators. 

In 1891 Jupiter was in progressed Par- 
allel aspect to the radio planet Pluto; and 
Mercuty, ruling the house of messages 
(3rd) had progressed to the square aspect 
of the electrical planet (Uranus). Radio, 
by this time, had developed far enough to 
gain his attention, and under these aspects 
he invented the Tesla wireless system. 

In 1892, when Mars, the mechanical 
planet, progressed to inconjunct Jupiter, 
he invented the electron tube. 

The progressed aspects of the Sun in 
any person’s chart are always powerful 
to attract events and co cause action. The 
Sun, in 1896, progressed to the square 
aspect of the electrical planet (Uranus). 
This gave him added impetus in his elec- 
trical researches, especially in the direc- 
tion of developing new (Uranus) energies. 
That year he invented the high potential 
vacuum tube; and formulated his theorv 
of radio activity. 

Messages and their transmission are 
ruled by the third house, in which the 
birth-chart Mercury is located. Prog- 
ressed aspects to or from Mercury, there- 
fore, must add energy to those thought- 
cells within his unconscious mind which 
relate to messages or travel. Thus he in- 

vented telautomatics. 

The home and the earth on which it 
stands are ruled by the fourth house. 
Planetary energy added to the Sun by its 
progression, therefore, must give activity 
to thoughts and endeavors relating to these 
things. In 1899, the Sun progressed to

the opportunity (sextile) aspect to Mer- 
cury, ruling messages, and under this in- 
fluence he discovered terrestrial resonance 
and the law of propagation of conduction 
currents through the globe. 

The same year, 1899, Venus, ruling him, 
and also in the house of messages (3rd) 
progressed to the luck (trine) aspect of 
the radio planet (Pluto). Under the new 
planetary energv thus received he invented 
the high potential wireless transmitter. 

Some years then passed without out- 
standing progressed aspects. After all, 
this remarkable man had had numerous 
and outstanding stimulations of the 
thought-cells within his unconscious mind 
by planetary energics But in 1916 the 
Sun, always important when it makes any 
progressed aspect, moved by progession 
to the trine of the radio planet (Pluto). 
It was that year he made the great dis- 
covery of how to transmit energy by sta- 
tionary waves. It was studies resulting 
from this discovery that led in due time 
to the Death Ray. 

Ten years pass, not, of course, without 
much new knowledge gained from his 
constant research. Venus is in the house 
of short journeys, and Mercurv is there 
also. Aspects to these planets in the 
third house would stimulate his thoughts 


in matters relating to journeys or messages. 
In 1916, the Sun progressed to sextile 
Venus, and Mercury progressed to opposi- 
tion Jupiter, ruler of the house of long 
journeys. Under these progressed aspects 
he invented a speedometer and various 
other things. 

Throughout a period of fifty years the 
various inventions Tesla has made have 
proven their worth. He has not been a 
man to make public any statement until 
ample demonstration has proved the re- 
liability of what he had to say. For fifty 
years, whether in reference to mechanical 
contrivances, or relating to those electrical 
forces of which he seems to be the greatest 
master today, his claims have always been 
substantiated. 

The news of the Death Ray came at a 
time when the progressed aspects in his 
chart—Mars the war planet making an 
aspect to Pluto the Radio planet—show 
clearly that his mind would be directed 
toward discovering some such force, not 
with destructive ends in view, but a force 
that could be used with tremendous effects 
in destruction. We are not warranted, 
therefore, in discounting the importance 
of the discovery to the world; but we 
can hope it never thus will be used for 
destruction.

In fact his love may be so freely 
poured out that it is not appreciated, and 
his self-sacrifice and devotion never returned.

No that a month of the New 
Year has passed and all the new resolutions 
have been nicely broken and put aside with 
the leftover Christmas cards for use next 
year, it is well to think for a little of what 
wc are really aiming at for this year's accom- 
plishment. 

About the most inspiting concept of 
which we are capable is that of new begin- 
nings. This is at the root of the joyous 
celebration of New Year's Eve, whether one 
spends it in sertous thought, uplifted with 
earnest destre to do, and to be, better, or 
riotously joins in wild merry-making. The 
feeling underneath is that the slate ts wiped 
clean, and a new start given; old fears and 
doubts are wiped out, old frustrations for- 
gotten, and a resurgence of enthusiasm ap- 
pears with the beginning of the new cycle. 

This is our familiar calendar cycle, begin- 
ning with January 1, but we know that our 
calendar divisions are merely arbitrary ones, 
designed as a convenient timekeeper for our 
activities. We have other cycles given us 
by nature's phenomena. The astrological 
New Year begins on the 20th of March, 
when the Sun enters Aries, the first sign of 
the zodiac. This means that on that day, 
as the earth makes its daily rotation, the 
equator ts tn direct line with the Sun, or, 
as it is more commonly expressed, the Sun 
crosses the equator. Thus, from March 20 
to March 20, we have the astrelugical year 
cycle. 


But we have also a greater cycle to con 
sider. Much has been. written. about the 
Aquarian age which we are entering, and 
the changes which it signifies as to our out 
look on life. This ts a cycle of approxi 
mately 2160 years, during which the solu 
system will function with the Aquartan in 
fluence in the background, just as for the 
last 2160 years we have had a background 
of Pisces, which has been reflected as an 
undercurrent in the world psychology. H 
is impossible to tell precisely when this en- 
try takes place, as there ts no sharp dividing 
line between the constellations, but we are 
being definitely affected now by these 
Aquarian rays. Our conquest of the air, 
though only in its beginning, ts Aquarian; 
the overturning of old established régimes 
is Aquarian: the changing trends of relig 
ious thought are in an Aquarian direction 
toward the increasing realization that the 
universal brotherhood concept must be rec- 
ognized, accepted and practiced. 

The United States has struck a significant 
note in line with this Aquarian progress, in 
changing the date of the Presidential inau- 
guration for the first time tn our history. 
This ceremony has always been held on the 
4th of March, when the Sun is in Pisces, 
but this year it was observed on January 20, 
the day of the Sun's entry into Aquarius. 
It is fitting that the President under whose 
administration this important. change takes 
place should have his birth Sun in Aquar. 
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ius. It would seem that this continent has 
the opportunity to blaze the way in putting 


these ideas into action. 
This magazine, with its first number pub- 


lished while the Sun is in Aquarius, and 
thus imbued with the high-powered Aquar- 
ian ideals of service to mankind, gives us 
an opportunity to start an individual New 
Year of progress and achievement, by study- 
ing each month just how best to apply the 
specific influences in force, which provide 
the psychological keys to the door of ad- 
vancement. One can bring about amazing 
changes in environment and circumstance in 
a year, by giving systematic attention to the 
difference in outlook, the different types of 
problems presenting themselves, and the 
various ways of reacting to them, as the Sun 
changes from sign to sign through the 
twelve months. 

Success comes from harmonious coüpera- 
tion with cosmic laws. Many successful 
people use these laws instinctively, because 
a recognition of their principles is already 
built tnto their inner consciousness, so that 
there is an intuitively harmonious response 
to whatever vibratory influences are play- 
ing upon them. Those of us who are not 
satisfied with our achievements to date, 
demonstrate the fact that we have not yet 
attained to this recognition in our inner 
nature, and must consciously give attention 
to the thing we are doing and the way we 
are doing it in order to direct our activities 
intelligently. This is the secret of the outer 
change of circumstances which follows on 
the inner change to conscious recognition of 
cosmic harmony. 

These cosmic laws are in force all the 
time, but different phases of them are 
stressed from month to month, as the plan- 
ets move in their orbits around the Sun.

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THE ARIES INGRESS

Bus through the centuries As- 
trologers have studied with interest and 
anxiety the chart of the Solar Ingress at the 
beginning of Spring in the sign of Aries. 
It has told them the story written in the stars 
of the conditions that influence to a great 
extent the welfare of the country considered 
for the ensuing year. Charts are made for 
the various countries of the world and thus 
a world picture is obtained that tells in ad- 
vance the joys, the health, the monetary 
prospects, the crops, the weather and the 
acts of the rulers both as related to the 
country and to the nations with whom they 
have active relations. 

This year the Sun enters Aries at Wash- 
ington, D. C., March 20th at 7:37 True 
Local Time or 7:45 Eastern Standard Time. 
The chart erected for this time and place is 
shown, and from it the following facts have 
been gleaned. 

The welfare of the people holds the cen- 
ter of the stage, their employment and 
health seem to be of paramount importance. 
They will be aided nobly through the 
strength of the money represented by Jupi- 
ter and the intellect put to bear on the prob- 
lems as shown by the volatile Mercury in 
conjunction with the stern master Saturn. 
Much serious thought and much money will 
be used to advance the well being of the 
American public. Problems of strife in in- 
dustrial relations will arise that may appear 
hard to handle, but the good judgment of 
the administration will handle them as fast 
as is humanly possible. Although at times 

the delay may seem unnecessary the work 
will be going on, and the result, even 
though delayed, will give much greater satis- 
faction than some of the hasty legislation 
of the past few years. 


Prosperity will increase throughout the 
year, but it will not be on as sound a basis 
as is desirable, for it will have the back. 
ground of inflation. Not the type of infla- 
tion we have heard of in several foreign 
countries, but a type essentially our own. 
If it can be kept within limits it will bring 
us certain benefits, but if through our over- 
enthusiasm it gets beyond bonds, then we 
can see naught but growing disaster. The 
answer will be entirely up to the man on 
the sidewalk. 

Big finance is apt to promote the use of 
its funds despite rumors and possible sub- 
sequent action of the administration. The 
administration will move forward to slum 
clearance, and may enter into much discus- 
sion of real estate matters involving both 
city and country dwellers. This is likely to 
meet with much opposition by owners and 
neighbors of the plots involved, as well as 
by financial groups. 

Despite all promises to the contrary the 
government will continue to spend far be- 
yond the income. The idealistic, socialistic 
type of legislation close to the heart of the 
administration will be enacted despite all 
efforts of the few to bring the government 
down to a business method of procedure. 
During the Summer months this may cause 
the slowing down of employment due to the 
inability of the employer, both large and 
small, to meet the demands of the govern. 
ment and continue to make their business a 
paying proposition. 

The Supreme Court will be on the job, 
and though probably inclined to be broader 
in their viewpoint, will yet on several occa- 
sions upset the Utopian type of legislation 
that is apt to appear. In turn they may 
suffer loss as the indications show possible 
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death of men prominent in the legislative 
and judicial branches of the government. 
Illness during the early spring and sum- 

mer will largely be of the respiratory and 
intestinal types, possibly of an inflammatory 
nature. Mars in Scorpio the greater part of 
the first seven months will bring in ail- 
ments of the throat, heart, organs of gene- 
ration and elimination, blood circulation 
and the ankles may be affected. Saturn 
moving into Aries early in the Spring and 

remaining there during the next two and a 

half years, will bring into the picture ail- 

ments affecting the head, upper teeth, and 

will tend to cause face wrinkles and bald- 
ness. This should increase the beauty shop 
and hair tonic industries. Dentists will be 
busy, especially on the upper teeth, adding 
to the work they have already gotten from 
the presence of Uranus in Taurus affecting 
the lower teeth. 

The birth rate is likely to increase in 
spite of birth control propaganda, as Mars 
in Scorpio tends to increase the sex passions. 
But as Mars signifies violence, we will learn 
of many murders through strangulation, 
poison and the knife. Crimes of a sex na- 
ture will increase and prove most revolting. 
The number of operative deliveries will in- 
crease during this time. 

During the months Mars moves back and 
forward in Scorpio, a fixed sign, many earth- 
quakes will be heard of, especially on the 
Moon's quarters, and will affect those re 
gions under the strongest electro-magnetic 
pull at the time. Fires in the cities of Phila- 
delphia, Chicago and Rome may prove dis- 
astrous, as they are ruled by Leo, and the 
presence of Mars in the 4th house of their 
chart will affect real estate and homes. 

About the middle of April Mars will be 
stationary in Sagittarius, a fire sign, and we 
can look for great heat and many forest 
fires, especially in the western mountain re- 

gions. Orchard owners should guard 

against sudden frosts in the spring, causing 
heavy damage to the fruit crop. Farmers 
vast of the Mississippi should grow much

grain and graze an extra number of cattle 
as the Summer will not be good for cereal 
and forage crops in the territory west of the 
Father of Waters. 

The entire world of sport and entertain. 
ment will be affected by foreign born ath. 
letes, actors and actresses. The stage will 
both bring in born alien stars and methods, 
These may take precedence over American 
talent, and it will be necessary for our na- 
tive talent to be very active to hold what is 
theirs by right of training and experience. 
This foreign invasion will affect the film 
world of Hollywood, and we are likely to 
see an increase of foreign made films as 
well as stars who have been imported from 
triumphs in Europe. 

Radio will tie the people of the world in 
closer communion by an ever increasing ex- 
change of programs, especially the musical. 
New and better methods of trans-Atlantic 
communication by air will appear, and we 
will listen to London or Rome as easily as 
local stations. 

Food prices are certain to increase due 
to drought affecting the great food centers 
of the world and nation. Blight of a new 
and most destructive kind may affect many 
of our foods, cattle illness is apt to cause 
serious loss through the Western states, and 
will cause heavy government expense to 
eradicate. 

Much will be in the daily papers regard- 
ing the problems of labor, and new labor 
leaders will arise with ideas that will affect 
adversely peace between Capital and Labor. 
This is one of the major problems that will 
have to be solved during the coming years. 
It can be settled so that both sides get a 
fair and equitable return for their invest- 
ments, and must be done in a peaceful man- 
ner. Or else— 

Our relations with foreign powers will 
on the whole be favorable, many problems 
will appear, some of which will be handled 
without attendant publicity, others which 
will hit the headlines. The Planets favor 

our dealings with diplomacy and we are 
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likely to gain much in foreign trade. There 
is one exception, that is im basic metals 
where stringent regulations will hamper ex- 
port to forcign soils where war is pending. 

In the eastern half of the country there 
will be a "back to the soil” movement, but 
warning is given that this does not lead to 
wild speculation in real estate. The early 
Spring of 1938 may see a setback for those 
who have over-reached themselves in prop- 
erty investment. It would only be a tem- 
porary halt as real estate is in for a definite 
increase in value for several years. 

The bull market in Wall Street will prob 
ably continue, with the exception of a tem- 
porary slowing up in the utilities and rails 
during the Summer months, rising again to 
new heights in the Fall. Foreign investors 
will have a big hand in market conditions, 
and unless we watch our step their money 
may be the cause of undesired inflation, or 
a bad upset in the financial structure of the 
country. 

The question of marriage and divorce 
will become all but a national problem. 
Laws will be enacted making divorce much 
easier attainable by honest means than has 
been the case. Prominent cases of marriage 


and divorce will be in the headlines. Many 


of these will be stage and screen stars, yet 
the common folk, those who have been un- 
able to assume the responsibilities of a home 
will join the throng. The papers will fea- 
ture weddings, receptions and trousseau 
which will be more elaborate than in many 
past years. Women and children will be 
given greater protection through laws passed 
both by the states and nation. 

The United States stands today as the 
foremost exponent of World peace, and we 
are the one nation who can bring it to pass. 
Both Japan and Russia are friendly to us, 
and if we, through some understanding with 
South America (which we already have), 
could bring about an agreement with thi: 
combination as the dominating factors. 
Europe would be forced to forget its petty 
bickerings, its proverbial jealousies, and tal 
in the Grand March to World Peace. Thi 
is altogether possible, but will it be don 
is the question. That it must be done i 
civilization is to continue is the opinion o 
the greatest thinkers of the age. Astrolog 
states that planetary conditions show it t 
be possible. It is entirely up to you an 
you and you to raise your voice demandin 
that steps be taken immediately to make it 
reality.

President’s Oath Reveals Four Years of Surprises 


em bctore a huge crowd ot 
fellow citizens in the teeming rain, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, at 283 minutes after 
Noon, E. S. T., January 20, 1937, took his 
2nd oath of office as President of the 
United States. This oath was given on the 
same old Dutch Bible that Mr. Roosevelt 
used in 1933. This Bible is a family pos- 
session, handed down by his forefathers. 
In taking this oath Roosevelt obligated him- 
self to devote his entire energies to uphold- 
ing the Constitution of the United States 
and doing all within his power to further 
the aims and happiness of our citizens. 
The chart on the opposite page was set 
for the exact time of the oath, and gives us 
a vivid picture of the influences during the 
next four years of his administration. This 
picture holds many surprises, many prob- 
lems, both at home and abroad that will 
require great concentration and more than 
the ordinary share of shrewd diplomacy. 
There will be problems of intrigue, both 
within his own party and from various 
groups in the country who are opposed to 
his policies. That these may become very 
acute at times is shown by the square of the 
Sun in the mid-heaven of the chart to Ura- 
nus in the 12th House. Uranus ruling the 
10th House, the house of honor and the 
aims and policies of its leader, carries its in- 
fluence into the 12th House, which shows 
the need of great care with those who at 
some time he considered his confidants and 
advisors. They may desert him for the 
other side. 
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The Sun will square Uranus, and as it 
rules the 4th House governing all activities 
in connection with agriculture, mining and 
public buildings, many of the activities that 
have been started in this past administration 
will be broken up by causes beyond his con- 
trol. The farm problem will be the great- 
est that the administration will have to at- 
tend to during the first year. There will be 
much opposition to his slum-clearing proj- 
ects. particularly from municipal bodies, 
large corporations and organized labor. His 
personal staff must guard his health and 
welfare, as many groups will annoy him, 
but this will meet with little success. They 
will use all means of propaganda, especially 
the press, but will continually harp on his 
past records; however, this will have little 
effect upon the minds of the general popu- 
lace. 

He will still continue to fight for utility 
developments under government leadership 
despite any delays that may occur following 
legal set-backs. Relations with labor groups 
will be of much annoyance to him during 
the coming year; it is best that he guard 
against over-activity in following their sug- 
gestions, as this will only arouse the enmity 
of those workers who suffer from their ac- 
tivities. Many legislative programs that he 
will push in the halls of Congress will be 
frustrated and delayed by the deaths of 
many of his old co-workers in the upper 
body of Congress. Through persistence. 
and with the support of the public, especial- 
ly labor. following his request of their sup-

port, he will be successful in passing bene- 

ficial acts of legislation, particularly with 

regard to governmental social security 
measures. 

Mercury, ruling the 2nd House and the 
Sth, is in the 9th, and is well aspected to 
Jupiter, Venus, Saturn, the Moon, and Nep- 
tune, and this is a splendid indication of 
success in all dealings with currency and 
bond issues that our government has to con- 
tend with, especially where it involves so- 
cial security and foreign exports. Many new 
tariff and duty acts will come to the fore 
following the change in the halls of Con- 
gress of old tariff laws. 

Much government aid will be given to 
foreign shipping and foreign aviation routes 
that will involve our country and England. 
This will become evident during 1937. The 
financial success of the country will be good 
during the entire administration until the 
last year of his term. 

For those who speculate in securities it is 
well that they discount all possible legisla- 
tion that could affect the earnings of the 
securities that they hold, especially during 
the summer of 1937, the early spring of 
1938, and the summer of 1939. The fall 
of 1937 has indications of rising prices. 
The President will have cause to make many 
changes with regard to the heads of depart- 
ments that deal with the care of public 
buildings, and he should avoid being leni- 
ent with those malefactors in these depart- 
ments as this may cause the administration 
much harm. The Post Office Department 
will undergo many changes both in their 
methods and superiors, especially where for- 
eign mail is concerned. Roosevelt will have 
many problems to contend with where all 
forms of radio communications are con- 
cerned. especially following legal decisions 
regarding present legislative actions. 

Conservation projects, both in mineral, 
forestry and water projects will be under- 
taken, but great care should be used in ob- 
taining sound planning and care in selecting 
executives of good experience for these pro- 
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jects. By choosing the right type of men 
much internal political strife can be avoid. 
ed. There will be great opposition, both 
by political and religious groups, in regard 
to child labor and educational activities, The 
death of many prominent and beloved jur. 
ists is indicated, and many new appointments 
will be necessary in both the Federal and 
Supreme Court benches. Some of these ap. 
pointments will be made from those close 
to the President's cabinct. 

Labor employment rolls will still continue 
to be a problem to the Administration de 
spite all methods advocated, and it is much 
better that legislation dealing with labor be 
given a breathing spell until 1937 has 
passed. Many labor acts of legislation will 
be supported by the Supreme Court bend, 
especially where it involves the older worker 
of long term duration. Relations with for- 
eign countries will be smooth during the 
first year, but it is well that the Adminis- 
tration take great care as to foreign espion- 
age activities in our country, especially where 
it deals with army engineering projects and 
naval building projects. Great expansion 1s 
indicated in foreign military and naval sta- 
tions and fortifications while many changes 
are indicated for coastal stations connected 
with our army and navy. 

Our industrial output will be helped by 
the demand in foreign countries, especially 
those that are south of us, while the trade 
with neighboring countries will undergo 
many changes. Many treaties regarding fr 
nancial exchange, tariff and legal matters 
will be planned and acted upon, though 
some of these may arouse considerable op- 
position in the halls of Congress. Tax re 
turns will continue to increase, though there 
may be some decisions by jurists that may 
temporarily upset trade of an interstate 
nature. 

Many changes of party strength will oc- 
cur during the mid-term elections; likewise 

many appointments will be made by gover- 
nors following the passing away of their 
Representatives in Washington. The admin- 
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istration's activities with regard to real cs- 
tate developments throughout the nation will 
undergo many changes, and this will cause 
some grcat fluctuations in rcal estatc prices, 
particularly during the first quarter of 
1938. 

As a whole this administration can be con- 
sidered a good one for the average person 
during the first three years, but during the 
last year it is well for all to discount the 
probabilities of future activities of business 
and political groups. The public will al- 
ways be with the President, while the land 
owner's, farming lobbies and mining indus- 
try groups will not, and when the end of 
the term comes, the populace should still 
look with an eye of favor on this great mem- 
ber of the humanitarian sign, Aquarius, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

As this chart covers a four-year period, 
lor those who care to follow the daily in- 
dications of this chart or the planets daily, 
it would be well to set up a chart using the 
same time for Washington every 4th day, 
as this would constitute one complete revo- 
lution of the chart during the term of office. 
Note the periods when the radical and the 
ephemeral planets cross the angle and the 
aspects to the planets that are close to 
the angles. 

Saturn's position in a chart of this nature 


always represents the weak point of activi- 
ties, in this chart it falls in the 11th house, 
so that actions of Congress will be con- 
demned by others; in the chart of the first 
term it fell in the 8th House and the tax 
problem was the point of contention. In 
the chart of Mr. Hoover's term it fell in 
the 6th House, and unemployment was the 
outstanding distracting problem. 

In a leader's chart we can gauge the suc- 
cess of a country during his term of office 
by the nature of the aspects to the ruler of 
his radical 10th House or planets therein. If 
they are strong by sign and aspect the coun- 
try will never suffer during his term or 
reign, but if it is weak by sign and aspect 
there will be grave difficulties, etc. Ex- 
President Hoover's chart for instance. 

It must be remembered that Uranus is the 
most important planet in Mr. Roosevelt's 
natal chart, and when we find it thus under 
unfavorable aspects in the chart ruling his 
coming four years, where it is also thc most 
important planet, as it is ruler of the 10th, 
we cannot help but feel that Mr. Roosevelt 
will be beset by many more difficulties than 
have presented themselves since March of 
1933. These are likely to be of a very per- 
sonal character, and it will be necessary that 
every precaution be taken by him to use his 
great influence in the right manner.

Arthur Brisbane Fulfilled 
His Stars 


Photographed by the stars as 
thev shone down upon the town of Buf- 
falo, New York, on the night of December 
12, 1864, was the portrait of a boy born 
that night. The star portrait was not the 
picture of a chubby baby, however, for 
the stars photograph men and women at 
their birth as they will be in the years to 
come. These December stars of Civil War 
days showed a star picture of a son of 
Sagittarius, with the luck of Jupiter 
attending his financial ventures and bring- 
ing him in contact with the great men of 
the world. They showed him with the 
mental dignity that is given by Mercury 
in the sign Capricorn, a position which 
gives to the mind steadfastness, gravity, 
earnestness, comprehensiveness and power 
of expression, an admirable combina- 
tion for the directness and swiftness of 
the Sagittarian qualities. They showed 
Saturn in Libra, the sign of its exaltation, 
making the boy well able to look out for 
himself, with good judgment and tact in 
the management of his personal affairs, 
and a well developed philosophical tem- 
perament, which would be expressed in 
some unusual way, since Saturn is in 
friendly aspect to Uranus, in the sign 
Gemini. Finally, like the good fairies of 
old, they pictured Jupiter in Sagittarius, 
the sign which it rules, bringing financial 


prosperity, natural aptitude for making: 


money, and honor and esteem from the 
majority of men. 


How well that boy, Arthur Brisbane, 
lived up to the portrait made by the stars 
at his birth was revealed by every news- 
paper in America which carried his obit- 
uary on December 25. Jupiter in Sagit- 
tarius had made him the richest newspaper 
man in the world, with an income from 
the Hearst newspapers alone of $260,000 
a year. Notable men from all over Amer- 
ica publicly expressed their admiration 
for him when news of his death flashed 
around the world, and fifty leaders in 
American national life attended his funeral 
services as honorary pall-bearers. 

Uranus in Gemini, in his house of busi- 
ness partnerships in an equilibrium chart, 
trine to his philosophical Saturn in Libra, 
made him famous as a philosopher who 
reached his wide public through his 
newspaper column ""Today''—and in the 
equilibrium chart, Uranus rules his third 
house, of short writings and publications. 
His close association with Hearst made 
the syndication of the column national in 
scope almost from its beginning. 

While the Sagittarian influences in his 
chart made it almost inevitable that he 
would express himself through some ninth 
house medium—law, religion, philosophy 
or publications—the influence of Mercury 
in Capricorn and his strong Saturn intet- 
ested him in real estate and made it vety 
profitable for him. His shrewd purchase 
of the land which became the Jersey City 
terminal of the Hudson-Manhattan tube 
made him a fortunc. 

It is certain that his ability in judging 
land values was behind the extensive hold- 
ings of William R. Hearst in California. 
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Another Sagittarian Dies At 
Christmastime 


e Only two days before the death of 
Arthur Brisbane, another son of Sagit- 
tarius, che late Simeon Fess, died under the 
same unfriendly influences of Neptune and 
Saturn to his Sun at birth as were shown 
in the transits in. Brisbane's chart. Fess 
was born three years before Brisbane, 
however, as well as two days earlier, so 
that the horoscopes were unlike except for 
the solar positions.

e Both the horoscopes of Brisbane and 
Fess were based, in the foregoing interpre- 
tations, upon equilibrium charts, since 
the hour of birth of these two men is 
not known to me and I am of the opinion 
that, lacking this definite and useful bit 
of information, the equilibrium gives a 
more exact picture of characteristics and 
events than any horoscope for which the 
astrologer draws his own conclusions as 
to the unknown ascendant. I have seen 
too many poor guesses to place any faith 
in this method. 

In the case of the new English princess, 
born to the Duke and Duchess of Kent on 
Christmas day, we are fortunate enough 
to have an exact hour and moment given— 


as the leader of the "conservative Repub- 
licans." Saturn is also important in the 
charts of those who make a business of 
politics, as Fess might be said to have 
done.

Jack Dempsey Needs An

@ Probably the last thing in the world 
which Jack Dempsey would consider doing

How About Third 
Marriages? 


e One of the questions which astrologers

The Sun, at 19 degrees in Aries, is squared 
by Mars, and her first marriage, to Owen 
Moore, ended in divorce. The inrercepted 
sign in this house, Virgo is presumed to 
be ruled by Mercury, which has a direct 
opposition from Uranus in the ninth house 
(foreign countries and foreigners) and the 
part Lady Sylvia Ashley had in breaking 
up Mary's marriage to Douglas Fairbanks, 
Sr., needs no discussion. But what of the 
outcome of the third marriage and what 
planetary aspects would show it. I have 
never heard astrologers agree on the ques- 
tion. What's your opinion? 

Incidentally, that opposition of Uranus, 
from the cusp of the ninth house, to Mer- 
cury in the third is not a favorable aspect 
for air travel, especially with Venus, ruler 
of the eighth, in conjunction with Nep- 
tune and Pluto in the fourth!

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The FUTURE of LABOR

T . : 
he present Labor situation calls 
for some deep thought. Not only on the 
part of the Government, but it causes some 
bewilderment to the individual as well. In 
a country where the Labor element (that is, 
organized Labor) is, after all, a minority 
party, they have had many laws passed in 
their favor regardless of how they affect the 
majority. 

To determine how they have been so suc- 
cessful in forcing through laws to their ad- 
vantage in various branches of the Legisia- 
tive bodies, even though they affected and 
often discommoded the larger majority of 
the public, we must first examine the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor chart. 

The date of incorporation is March 2, 
1881, correct hour unknown, so we will use 
a Sun Equilibrium Chart. First, we find 
Sun and Mercury in the sensitive and im- 
pressionable sign of Pisces, opposed by Ura- 
nus in the 6th, ruler of the equilibrium 
twelfth. This shows that it might be used 
for secret and political advantages. Second, 
in the fiery, warlike and pioneering sign of 
Aries we find Moon, Jupiter, Saturn and 
Venus, not a happy combination. 

If Aries is, as some authorities state, the 
Sign of Resurrection, it then holds that 
Aries can be destructive, in fact must be, 
to recreate; and here we find the ability to 
accomplish, but accomplish what? That 
will depend upon the leaders chosen to di- 
rect the policies of the Federation. That 
the Federation will be able to do anything 
it sets out to do is clearly shown, for the 
Moon, which represents the common peo- 


ple, would help along with the ideals as set 
forth by the Federation, and would be more 
or less on the side they might espouse. 
Therefore they have tremendous power; 
whether or not that power will be abused is 
the question. 

The sextile of the Sun to Neptune shows 
the motive that called the Federation into 
being, and that it can go far towards ad- 
vancing the working conditions of the 
masses. But the opposition of Uranus to 
the Sun shows that a radical element might 
try to use it to further its own purposes. 
The years ahead for the Federation are not 
happy ones, and some move for peace with- 
in its own ranks should be made by the 
leaders in the near future. 

The transiting Saturn will bring new re- 
sponsibilities and power, and if its leaders 
handle this power rightly they can do much 
to avert a calamity—yes, even a revolution 
in 1940. Let us hope the leaders are wise 
and impersonal, and do not attempt to use 
the Federation for selfish and personal ad- 
vancement. 

The president, William Green, was born 
May 3, 1873, hour unknown; therefore, a 
Sun Equilibrium chart will have to be used 
again. Here we find Sun and Venus co- 
joined in the peace-loving sign of Taurus, 
but opposed by the fiery Mars in Scorpio, 
which leads to impulsiveness and tends to 
be outspoken, thus threatening loss of es- 
teem from those in power and authority. 
Mars square Uranus and Saturn magnifies 

and high-lights all the above tendencies and 
brings obstacles and enmities. It is impor-

tant to remember that the planet Mars is the 
principle factor in the making of Fate. The 
use Mr. Green makes of this Mars force will 
be important. Will he use it to advance the 
fortunes of the Federation, or will he use it 
to advance his own personal desires? The 
Sun square Jupiter does not help the above 
aspects and shows he might be ill-advised. 

John L. Lewis was born February 12, 
1880, time unknown; a Sun Equilibrium 
chart for his birthday will help us to under- 
stand the present unrest in the labor situa- 
ton. We find the Sun conjunct Mercury 
in the patient, cautious and humane sign of 
Aquarius, plus the Moon in Pisces, and the 
polarity of the two endows him with per- 
severance end activity, gives him a high 
sense of honor and integrity of character. 
But here we find the fiery Mars square to 
his Sun, bringing many ups and downs, 
pride easily aroused to anger and extreme 
stubbornness, and the same promise of loss 
through those in power and authority as in 
William Green's chart. His chart is more 
harmonious with the Federation chart, and 
shows advancement through activities con- 
nected with the Federation. His Sun in 
Aquarius would be indicative of his desire 


to further the 
quickly as possible. 
could never agree upon the method that 
would be best, for to Lewis, Green's methods

Both Lewis and Green 


are too peaceful and slow. John L. Lewis 
stands at the crossroads of his career, and 
the spring and summer of 1937 bring new 
responsibilities. He will have to use care 
during 1938 regarding his health. 

The most prominent question in the 
minds of labor leaders is that of either craft 
or industrial unionization, and this must be 
faced very quickly if the A. F. of L. is to 
continue as a lcading labor organization of 
the country. It is apparent upon consider- 
ing the charts of Lewis and Green that these 
leaders will never be able to work together 
in harmony. Thus it becomes evident that 
from out of the chaos of planetary forces 
that are now besetting them there is likely 
to arise a new leader in the A. F, of L. This 
man, at present unknown, will have to com- 
bine great shrewdness with the utmost di- 
plomacy as he will be forced to solve many 
problems that are at present piling up in 
the organization. 

FUTURE OF LABOR 
We hear much talk of Radicalism, and 
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that Lewis is being used by Radicals. The 
chart shows several indications of radical 
influences. being operative at the present 
time, but then what is radicalism? A stand- 
ard authority gives a definition as follows: 
“Since the majority find superficial treat 
ment of any matter the easiest and most 
convenient, radical measures, which strike at 
the root of evil or need, are apt to be looked 
upon as extreme"— Was not Jesus consid- 
ered the leading radical of his day? Lin- 
coln and Wlson—and our present Presi- 
dent? It is important that Capital and La 
bor agree upon some program satisfactory 
to both sides before 1941. The planetary 
aspects during 1940 are not propitious for 
the United States. Groups will begin a 
struggle for power and while we are fighting 
among ourselves, some foreign nation 
might step in and assume command. This 
must not be; now, 1937, is the time to set 


our house in order. 

The transit of Saturn through Aries 
beginning in April and lasting for about 
two and a half years, affects the four 
planets in the A. F. of L. chart. Saturn in 
Aries ıs in its áth-House Sign. This has a 
tendency, being in the fire sign, to slow 
down the initiative and pioneering spirit 
that is normally a part of Aries. Occurring 
as it does in this chart in the 2nd House 
and ruling the 11th, it is evident that the 
question of finances may bring serious dif- 
ficulties to the A. F. of L. This will add 
to the necessity of the new leader’s having 
good business ability as well as executive. 
If the organization can draw to the presi- 
dency a man who has proven himself in the 
world as a successful executive in some busi- 
ness line with the ability to visualize results, 
he will make their best 
leader.

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THE FUNCTION OF STELLAR DIAGNOSIS

Prsuatogy demonstrates perhaps 
more clearly than does anything else that 
what comes into the life of an individual is 
due to the reaction of his particular char- 
acter upon environment. It even goes be- 
yond this and conclusively proves, by care- 
fully compiled statistics, that the environ- 
ment itself in which an individual functions 
is attracted by the outstanding elements of 
the individual's. character. 

I expect to show, in due time, how vari- 
ous diseases are thus attracted; how the pre- 
disposition toward them can be determined 
from the birth-chart, and how from prog- 
ressed aspects one can discern when they 
are apt to menace the health. But first we 
should understand something of the general 
mechanism by which character influences 
what happens in other lines. 

Take the chart of an individual like Na- 
poleon or Hitler, with the planet Saturn 
prominent by being in the house of honor; 
or if you prefer someone from the United 
States, use Woodrow Wilson as the example. 
Any astrologer. looking at such a chart, will 
at once remark that the individual owning 
it has boundless ambition, and will gravitate 
to a place where he will have unusually 
heavy responsibilities. He will point out 
that the planet Saturn prominent in a chart, 
regardless of the house it occupics, always 
attracts heavy responsibilities: and that 
when it is in the house of honor (10th) 
those responsibilities relate to the position 
the individual holds. Furthermore, he will 
point out that a chart too powerfully domi- 
nated by Saturn tends to make the indi- 
vidual coldly selfish, or at least dominated 
by some ambition revolving about himself. 


An individual with so prominent a Sa. 
turn is one in whom a certain type of think. 
ing is habitual. If you are closely associated 
with him you will discover that he, more 
than others, thinks about fear, caution, ac. 
quisition, greed, system, order, perseverance 
and hard work. And you will find in par. 
ticular that he thinks such thoughts habitu. 
ally about the department of life the house 
of which Saturn occupies in the birth-chart. 
That is, the individual, every individual, 
tends to think Saturn thoughts—thought 
relative to security and safety—about the de- 
partment of life which by its house position 
Saturn rules in the chart of birth. 

Every individual likewise thinks Mars 
thoughts about the department of life which 
by its house position Mars rules, thinks Ju- 
piter thoughts about the department of life 
which by its house position Jupiter rules, 
thinks Venus thoughts about the department 
of life which by its house position Venus 
rules, and so on. That is, each planet, by 
its house position shows the general trend of 
thinking about the things of life indicated 
by that house in the birth-chart, And as 
the planet also indicates the type of fortune 
attracted to that one of the twelve depart- 
ments of life, it is obvious that there is a 
close relation between the habitual kind of 
thinking about some phase of life and what 
events are attracted relative to it. 

The kind of thinking a person does rela- 
tive to health, relative to money, relative to 
studies, relative to the home, or relative to 
any of the twelve departments of life is not 
commonly the result of a carefully planned 
schedule. It is the result of the experiences 
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which have been built into his unconscious 
mind that in some way have become associ- 
ated with the thing thought about. And man 
is born with the experiences of the lower 
forms of life through which he has passed 
in his evolutionary journey stored in his un- 
conscious mind. 

Even as his physical body is built of phys- 
ical cells, so is his astral body, or unconscious 
mind built of psychoplasmic cells derived 
from experience. These cells are organized 
into structures, and the most energetic of 
these structures within the unconscious mind 
are mapped by the positions of the planets 
in the birth-chart. The more prominent a 
planet is, by being in an angle or making 
close aspects to the Sun, Moon or Mercury, 
the more energy is shown to be in the 
thought-cells within the unconscious mind 
thus mapped; and the type of energy they 
possess and will express whenever they have 
opportunity to release it, is denoted by the 
nature of the planet. 

When a group of thought-cells within the 
unconscious mind receives an unusual amount 
of energy they have more ability to accom- 
plish things than they normally do. In fact, 
where mental activities are concerned the 
rule holds as it does for physical activities, 
that the amount of work accomplished bears 
a relation to the amount of energy available 
to do the work. The Brotherhood of Light 
in statistical researches covering tens of 
thousands of charts in which the hour of 
birth of the individual was known, and the 
time of events in the life was noted, found 
that important events never come into a 
person's life except at those times when 
there is a major progressed aspect within 
one degree of perfect to the planet affecting 
the house ruling the department of life Ts 
fected by the event. 

Translated into terms of thought factors, 
this means that only when the thought-cells 
in the compartment of an individual's astral 
body relating to the department of life af- 
fected receive an unusual amount of plane- 
tary energy do these thought-cells possess 
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enough power to attract an important event 
into the life relating to that department. lt 
means, furthermore, because observation 
proves that such a progressed aspect notice- 
ably affects the trend and type of thinking, 
that the additional energy received from the 
planets during the time a progressed aspect 
is operative, gives the thought-cells within 
the unconscious mind thus reached the pow- 
er to influence the trends of activity of the 
unconscious mind. And there is every rea- 
son to believe that it is the thinking at the 
time, both unconscious and conscious, which 
exerts a power upon the environment to 
bring the indicated event to pass. 

So far as the researches of science have 
extended, things move only through the ex- 
penditure of energy. Thought possesses 
energy. The thought-cells of which the 
astral body, or unconscious mind, is com- 
posed do their work from the four-dimen- 
sional plane. But ample laboratory experi- 
ments demonstrate that conscious thought 
radiates etheric vibrations. Knowing, there- 
fore. that thoughts possess energy, and that 
thoughts of characteristic quality are coin- 
cident with progressed aspects, it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose the observed effect of 
progressed aspects to attract events into the 
life is due to the thinking energized by 
planetary energy. 

The Brotherhood of Light Research De- 
partment has worked out the planetary po- 
sitions which map a predisposition toward 
not only most of the more common dis- 
eases, but most of the vocations and most of 
the more important events that happen in 
people's lives. These ate called the Birth- 
chart Constants of the disease, vocation, or 
type of event. And because people with 
the Birth-chart Constants of a certain dis- 
ease, vocation, or type of event are observed 
to follow similar processes of thinking in 

reference to the department of life affected, 
these are likewise the Constants of the 
thoughts which attract the given condition. 
That is, every disease. or condition to which 
there is a predisposition, is the expression, 
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or at least is coincident with, a certain kind 

of thinking. 

Furthermore, through analysis of a vast 
number of charts of people to whom a given 
disease or event has been attracted, the kind 
of progressed aspect which was present at 
the time the disease developed or the event 
transpired has been ascertained. This is 
called the Progressed Constant. And it i5 

observed that coincident with such a pro- 

gressed aspect the individual develops a 

mental attitude which affects his thoughts 
and behavior. He is more given to thoughts 
characteristic of the planets involved in the 
aspect than he usually is. And it is quite 
reasonable to suppose that the thinking he 
then engages in is chiefly responsible for 
attracting the disease or event at this time 
rather than at some other time when obser- 
vation shows that his thinking was of a dif- 
ferent character. 

The type of thinking an individual en- 
gages in affects his observable behavior. 
One in whose birth-chart Mars has formed 
a progressed aspect to some other planet 
not only is then more aggressive than he 
usually is in his thoughts, but he is more 
daring, venturesome and aggressive in his 
actions. The steliar-cells within his astral 
body not only work with greater energy 
from the four-dimensional plane then to at- 
tract infectious disease or accident into his 
life, but he takes more chances than he nor- 
mally does with his health and life. 

Other studies reveal that under discordant 
aspects to a given planet a tendency develops 
to neglect certain dietetic requirements. 
Under a progressed aspect to Jupiter, for in- 
stance, there is commonly a tendency to eat 
foods rich in fats and sugars, and thus to 
clog the system; while under a progressed 
aspect to Saturn there is a tendency to de- 
prive the diet of essential mineral salts and 
vitamins. 

Thoughts, or thought-cells working from 
the four-dimensional plane, may have the 
power to attract to the individual without 
his conscious effort the iron and the proteins 


necessary to replace the wear and tear on 

his red blood corpuscles, but it is mot the 

function of thought to manufacture iron, 

Chemists even tell us that the body requires 

four different types of proteins which it is 
incapable of manufacturing from other pro. 
teins. 

But if they were unsuccessful, through 
not possessing enough energy to overcome 
the resistance of environment to his acquir- 
ing these materials, in getting him to eat 
foods containing these things, he would re- 
main anemic in spite of all his thinking, or 
even in spite of any subsequent progressed 
aspects between the planets; because the 
hemoglobin of which the red blood cor. 
puscles are composed are definite chemical 
substances. The only way to replace the 
iron which is daily eliminated from the sys- 
tem as the red blood cells wear out, with 
which to build new red blood cells, is to 
acquire it from foods containing iron. 

If the disease is that of the body, the type 
of thinking of which it is the manifestation 
also tends to cause the individual to neglect 
certain diet requirements. The diet require- 
ments for different afflictions vary. The in- 
dividual suffering from an infectious disease 
of the Mars type does not require the same 
food elements in unusual quantity that one 
does who is suffering from a disease of the 
Mercury type. A Mercury disease tends to 
affect the system through the parathyroid 
glands. And to restore the chemical balance 
thus upset, and to give the proper stability 
to the nervous system the individual needs 
plenty of calcium, and plenty of vitamin D 
with which to handle it. Yet under a pro- 
gressed affliction to Mercury it is observed 
that the tendency is to avoid the necessary 
sunlight and not to eat foods rich in cal- 
cium. 

Yet if the individual is aware of this ten- 
dency to deprive himself of these substances 

which are especially required at the time to 
keep himself in normal health, he can pre- 
vent their shortage through a more intelli- 
gent selection of foods.

The same is true of other signs 
than Aries rising. such as Virgo or Pisces 
either of these signs are apt to give a quiet, 
inoffeasive manner and expression in speech 
or attitude or action. But tread on Aries 
toes and you wiil be surprised with the men- 
tal or physical punch in the eye he will de- 
liver. 

In this case you may teel that. Aries has 
deliberately misled you by his charm and 
quiet manner. [Instead you have forgotten 
that the Aries Sun is. after all, the most 
outstanding quality and the one that impels 
all his natural impulses into expression. All 
signs have their elemental characteristics, 
emotions, mental trends, and expression in 
words or actions. Elemental impulses re- 
lated to any sign or planet are not the high- 
est form of expression. We have not evolved 
high enough to have entirely outgrown them, 
no matter how spiritual we think we are, so 
we must understand that we all have them 
and that we constantly and unconsciously 
give expression to them. Most of us are 
ashamed and sorry that we have not yet 
risen above them, but we are seldom tolerant 
with such elemental expressions related to 
other people, races or religions. 

To know the Aries parent we must con- 
sider this vital force that impels him, we 
must understand it in its most elemental 
form to understand him as a parent. His 
most active qualities are ego, competition, 
domination, selfishness. These are not quali- 
ties that form the nucleus of a strong desire 
for parenthood, a desire that looks forward 
to having a family and providing for its 
care and protection. No, as a rule Aries is 
like Gemini, Sagittarius and Aquarius par- 
ticularly and all signs in general, with the 
exception of Cancer and Scorpio, they come 
by their children through biological condi- 
tions that can not be circumvented. Oh, 
of course if any one hinted that they were 
physically incapable of having children the 
Aries spirit of competition might get the 
better of them and they would try to prove 
that Aries could overcome any limitation. 
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However, when a child comes into their 
lives they ate very apt to make the child 
adapt itself to the parenf rather than the 
parent itself to the child. 

The Aries mother will resent her period 
of pregnancy and breast nursing as much as 
the Gemini or Sagittarius mother and use 
artincial feeding methods as soon as pos- 
sible so that she may have her freedom. 
Whereas the Cancer or Scorpio mother 
would enjoy the breast nursing as a part of 
the elemental thrill connected with the 
breeding process.

Because of this self-centeredness rarely 
does any Aries parent, male or female, try 
to understand its child, for Aries has not 
the basic impulse or desire to be considerate. 
Therefore the child just grows, as Topsy 
did, as well as it can; with what care it is 
given the child learns to walk and feed it- 
self as soon as possible, so that it may not 
interfere with the mother, and is put to bed 
early to give the Aries father more freedom. 
If the child is strong, healthy and vigorous 
he will battle with his parent until he gets 
his due in attention, and he will have a 
pretty good time with his Aries parents, for 
they will allow him to yell and climb and 
play and fight to his heart's content. 

The Aries parent will ridicule the child’s 
efforts until he can lick any kid in the neigh- 
borhood. But if the child is an emotional 
or mental or artistic type he is apt to have 
a difficult time trying to adjust himself to 
their line of thinking, for they will try to 
make him conform to their ideas of what a 
child of their's should be. 

The mental child will be ridiculed for his 
bookish trend, his parents believe in action 
and in experience gained from action, hence 
will tell the child that his books contain 
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nothing but theories, and that only practical 
knowledge is worth while, not realizing the 
pleasure the mental child gets out of know- 
ing this or that about countries, various lan- 
guages, business methods, educational 
methods and religious viewpoints even 
though he may never use the knowledge in 

a practical way. He will have to become 
accustomed to hearing his parents say that 
he is not as smart as the boy down the 
street because he cannot lift the hind end 
of an automobile when he is ten years old, 
and that he is wasting valuable time read- 
ing useless books. Most probably the men- 
tal child will have to go to work early in 
life, work his way through college if he is 
lucky enough to get that far, even though 
from a physical standpoint he is not able to 
work and study at the same time. Because 
the Aries father loves active life and wants 
to prove that he is smarter than the next 
fellow he will have little sympathy for the 
mental child who wastes his little physical 
strength running lawn mowers, shoveling 
coal into furnaces to earn the money to sat- 
isfy his desire for education. 

The emotional child will have less dif- 
culty, perhaps, than the mental child, for 
as Aries represents the clemental life im- 
pulse, it understands other elemental im- 
pulses. The emotional child will, through 
its natural clinging quality which appears to 
be affectional, but is really just a part of its 
tenacity to hold on to anything that gives it 
strength, wind its emotional tendrils around 
the parent and coax or cry for whatever it 
needs. This appeal exaggerates the ego and 
strength ot the Aries parent who expands 
with importance and responds gencrously. 

You will find that the Aries mother will 
not cook anything extra for her finicky Vir- 
go child, as the Cancer or Scorpio mother 
might do. No, sir; any child of Aries will 
cat and live as the rest of the house eats and 

lives and no nonsense. No matter what the 

child does that is excellent, whether it rc- 
fers to conduct, examinations at school, or 
social success, the child need never hope to 
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find gratification in the Aries parent's com- 
ments, for Aries must bc thc big noise in 
his own circle. You will find the Arics par. 
ent bragging about his child who becomes 
a recognized leader in business, finance, 
games of chance, industry, athletics or other 
lines; and you can bet Arics will not in- 
quire too closely into the fairness with which 
his son or daughter gained his or her lead- 
ership, and that the bragging will be out of 
carshot of the child in question. 

At some time in the child's life he will 
be turned over to the care of others, for 
Aries tires of constant responsibility, and so 
the grandmother or the aunt or some one 
else will take on the job, in some cases even 
the mother’s second husband has taken on 
the job and continued to carry it even though 
the Arics father still lived. 

Because of the inability of the Aries par- 
ent to take orders and to cooperate with 
others, there may be more than one mar- 
riage and many changes in business which 
may cause changes in location. Should a 
second marriage occur be sure the child will 
play second fiddle to the new spouse, and 
if the partner refuses to be limited by the 
care of the child it will be farmed out to 
others or sent to an institution. Not be- 
cause Aries desires to be unkind, but be- 
cause they are so self-centered that their 
own desires are paramount. 

With the Aries mother there is always a 
desire to dominate the child, even after it 
has grown up and married, and unless the 
son-in-law or daughter-in-law is also an 
Aries type who can battle their own way for 
their own ends, there may be an interfering 
mother-in-law who directs the whole scheme 
of living from what they shall eat to how 
large their family shall be. A mother-in- 
Jaw who draws comparisons and creates dis- 

satisfaction in the mind and heart of the 
child. 

The best you can say of the Aries people 
is that they goad their children on to better 
results and greater achievements if the 
physical strength will stand the pace. The 
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Aries action can be applied to their treat- 
ment of their parcnts, friends, partners in 
business or marnage, their occupational as- 
sociates, their employces and their cxecu- 
tives for it relates to their elemental, basic 
nature which bubbles up in spite of thcir 
social or educational training. 

Again let us remind you that any aspect 
of Saturn to the Sun, Moon, Mercury, or the 
ruler of the Sun sign wil! temper this selt- 
assertive, egotistical quality and will add a 
sense of dignity, as well as duty which will 
make them less assertive in expression and 
more fearful of ridicule or criticism, and 
therefore more conservative in their action, 
their treatment of others and their care of 
their offspring. Also keep in mind that 
other signs rising will make them appear 
different in their expression; but try to com- 
pete with the Aries person and you will 
find him digging into anything or doing 
anything that he can in order to obstruct 
your path and promote his own. | know 
one Aries who carefully files everything he 
can get that is detrimental to his competi. 


tors so that he can obstruct their attainment 
if such attainment threatens his own stand- 
ing in his particular line, when in reality no 
one has made more mistakes than he. If 
cornered he will laugh it off by saying every 
one makes mistakes or that progressive pen- 
ple change their methods and opinions, but 
he docs not allow this when dealing with his 
competitors. 

As students of astrology we must remem- 
ber that there is no zodiacal sign that is 
better than the other. that all signs and the 
people born under their influence will, to a 
grand extent express the elemental urge of 
their particular «ign. This urge is just as 
funny, and peculiar and sclf-centered in its 
own way as the Aries urge of self-expres- 
sion so that nonc of us can laugh at the 
other fellow or think "thank God we are 
not like other men."

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WEATHER FORECAST 


For March, 1937 


Om of the earliest uses ot As- 
trology in its mundane interpretations. was 
the prediction of the weather changes. As- 
trology is both a science and an art for tore- 
casting the etfect of the planetary rays on all 
parts and members of the mineral, vege- 
table, animal and other kingdoms and their 
reactions to same. 

The Sun is the only member of our solar 
system that has heat and emits rays. They 
come directly to us and through their reflec- 
tion from other planets back to the Earth. 
Changes of weather are closely related to 
changes of winds, due to changes of atmos- 
pheric pressure. Atmospheric pressures are 
ever-changing as they are caused by the 
changes in the heat of the Sun’s rays. Cer- 
tain planets have their own value in form- 
ing the weather and cause certain types of 
winds owing to the signs they are in at the 
exact time of the annual Ingresses and the 
Lunation charts set for the various localities 
under observation. 

This year the month of March will vary 
greatly from the normal. For the past few 
years March has been a very cold, windy and 
disagreeable month. During 1937 the 


greatest difference will be the tact that the 

cold is not as extreme as it has been in the 

past. Fogs and rain seem to be the general 

layout for the month, with the possibilities 
of sharp and unexpected frosts following 
them. This foggy weather has been with 
us nearly all winter, and has been especially 
strong in the eastern and extreme western 
parts of the country. It would seem at times 
as though America had adopted the climate 
of England. Transportation, both on land. 
afloat and in the air will do well to use all 
precautions against these sticky, wet fogs 
and rains which will reduce visibility to a 
minimum. We have divided the map of the 
weather into four divisions, and will give 
you the forecast in that classification. You 
will notice that in the extreme west weather 
conditions are at variance with the country 
east of the Rocky Mountains. Ordinarily 
the weather which appears in the middle 
west slowly approaches the eastern seaboard, 
so that the weather in Chicago on any day 
is a fair indication of the weather the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States will have within 48 
hours. New England states are atfected 
most by wind from the Atlantic Ocean 


Much work has been done by various 
astrologers in Europe in determining 
weather by means of astrological deductions. 
The results of their investigations have 
never been published in full. This has 
forced American astrologers to devise ways 
and means of their own for determining the 
important factors ruling weather changes. 
This subject is open to wide discussion and 
much further research, The material now 


obtainable through books is very sketchy and 
far trom complete, as it does not cover the 
varying conditions we find prevalent in as 
large a continent as North America. Further 
investigations will undoubtedly soon be 
completed and given to the public. Then it 
will be possible for any good astrologer to 
give his clients definite information of 
weather conditions in any locality on a cer- 
tain day or even part of a day.

E.G year, every month, every day 
has a vibration of its own which affects the 
lives of every person on the globe. The 
system of Numbers that has been used for 
centuries was evolved by Pythagoras about 
500 B. C. It has proved of inestimable value 
down through the centuries. The year 1937 
has a value of 11 which reduced is a 2. 
The 2 brings coóperative interest, tact and 
diplomacy as a necessary part of our lives. 
We will need during this year, whether it 
be in personal affairs or world conditions, to 
use our heads and not our hearts. 

Under the vibrations of the 1 in force 
during 1936, aggressiveness, pioneering 
spirit, the desire to forge ahead held promi- 
nence, and it was during this vibration that 
much was done to bring the world out of 
the slough of despondency. This powerful 
force of the 1 started the world to work 
again on a new cycle of life. Such a dy- 
namic power stirred up a lot of violent feel- 
ings, both among nations and in the people. 
New thoughts, new plans, new methods 
were the vital interests, and no one looking 
back can question but much was done to- 
wards progress. 

Now we are in the quieter vibration of 
the 2, and must use it to soothe the stirred- 
up feelings. the anger, the hate and warring 
emotions that have been aroused. Diplomacy 
must be used, both by nations and between 
labor and capital, and in private controversies 
if we would live up to the highest degree 
in our nature. 

The month of March in our system of 
Numbers is a 3, and vibrates to the grand 
trine which could cause many complications 
in this world through lack of concentration. 


3 is a number of diffusion or scatteration, 
and it is difficult under this vibration to 
hold oneself to definite lines of action. The 
tendency is rather towards a relegating of 
responsibility, the idea of "Let George do 
it." It 1s a month to enjoy social life, to be 
companionable, to dress yourself in your 
best clothes if you are a woman, or to wear 
a cheerful new tie if you are a man. Ex. 
press yourself in an entertaining manner, 
for this is a month for self-expression. Pa- 
tience may be needed for some of the plans 
that you expected to come into full realiza- 
tion are likely to meet with delay or be dis- 
appointing. This, however, should not dis- 
courage you as March is not a month of 
completion, and thus plans are more likely 
to come through later in the year. 

Each day of every month has a vibration 
value of its own, which, if you figure it out, 
gives a word picture of the emotions you 
are most likely to experience that day. Let 
us see how we can get these vibrations for 
each day and analyze for ourselves their 
meaning. The method is simple and you 
can do it very easily. We already know 
that the year 1937 is an 11-2 and the month 
is a 3 if taken by itself. For March, 1937, 
we add the value of March, a 3, to the 
value of the year, a 2, and thus obtain the 
value of March, 1937, as being a 5. 

The value of the vibration for the first 
day of March will be 5 plus 1 equalling 6. 
6 gives us a day where we should be able 
to complete things that were started six 
days before. It is not so much a day for 
finishing things individually as it is for 
completing those things which others have 
started. It is a day favorable for business 
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providing you are willing to assume respon- 
sibility and to associate with many people. 
It is necessary that you hold an attitude of 
love and a desire for service. 

In a like manner the 2nd becomes a 7 
day. This is not a day for unnecessary 
work. It is primarily intended to be one 
of relaxation, a day to get out of doors and 
enjoy the beauties of nature. Pushing or 
hurrying through business deals is likely to 
meet with opposition and the results may be 
very poor. In a like manner you can de- 
termine the number value of any day in the 
month. Where the number becomes more 
than one figure, add these together and use 
the result, e.g.: 25, by adding the 2 and 5, 
becomes a 7. Each day can teach us a valuable 
lesson if we understand its import and make 
it a part of ourselves. Certain days are 
more successful for the carrying out of cer- 
tain projects than others, and we should 
know the correct line of endeavor to follow 
in order to live wisely. A brief outline of 
the number vibrations to use for each day 
suggests the following as being of greatest 
importance: 

1—A creative day, favorable for begin- 
ning things, for making plans and for main- 
taining your own opinions harmoniously. 
Keep engagements on time. Maintain har- 
mony in all relations. 

2—Reconstruct previous day’s ideas or 
plans and watch your creative impulses as 
they may go astray.

3—Primarily a day for social pleasure. 
Be temperate and constructive in all actions.

The arcs in the outer circle represent 
the various planets and the degrees which 
they cover during the month. This gives 
you an easy understanding of where every 
planet is at any time and, we hope, will 
prove helpful to your better understanding 


of the various subjects treated. 
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MOON, SATURN, AND OLD AGE 


It has been said that a good aspect be- 
tween the Moon and Saturn conduces to 
a good old age, eightv years or over. The 
good aspects of the Sun and Saturn in a 
horoscopic chart are an assistance in at- 
raining old age, but not quite as powerful 
as the aspects of Saturn with the Moon. 
Astrologically, Jupiter preserves life. Ir 
does not matter in which house he is lo- 
cated, he may even be in the eighth, the 
house of death, vet he adds strength to 
the constitution to carry vou through ad- 
verse conditions. We have before us the 
record of a man who has Jupiter in Cancer 
in the eighth house, trine Venus in the 
fourth. He gets frightfully ill, does the 
stupidest things, eats and drinks too much 
of everything he should not, has had sev- 
eral accidents, but turns up again time 
after time with apparent undiminished 
vigor. The long life charts almost in- 
variably show Venus in good aspect to 
other planets, and practically unafflicted. 


We distinctly recognize seven vibrations 
and classify them in terms of senses: Sight 
and perception corresponding with and 
responding to the vibrations of the planet 
Mercurv; feeling or touch, vibrations of 
Venus; taste and desire, vibrations of Mars; 
smell and reason, vibrations of Jupiter; 
hearing and protective instinct, vibrations 
ofSaturn; intuition or universal knowledge 
manifesting through the organ of mind, 
vibrations of Uranus; psychic perception 
or knowledge through the organs of inner 
feeling, vibrations of Neptune. 


MULTIPLE BIRTHS 


Since Neptune moved into Virgo in 1928 
the papers have been filled with cases of 
multiple birth not only in the human family 
but in the animal as well. Cases are on the 
increase at the present time as shown by the 
many headlined births of triplets and quad- 
ruplets. It is very likely that this will in- 


crease even to a greater extent with the 
movement of Saturn out of Pisces which has 
been in opposition to Neptune for some 
time. Therefore we are likely to have many 
more quadruplets and possibly several more 
births of quintuplets who will live. Accurate 
and authentic data on any of these unusual 
births will be appreciated by this magazine 
as our staff is now compiling the statistics. 


MORNING AND EVENING STARS 


Much comment has been heard this 
spring about the beauty of Venus as an eve- 
ning star in the southwest. Venus was at 
her maximum height about the first week 
in February, and about the middle of April 
will be very close to the Sun, when she be- 
comes a morning star. Venus is the planet 
known as the Queen of Love, and these past 
few months has been a thing of beauty that 
has brought many persons a new interest in 
the study of our stars and planets. For some 
time Venus was very close to Saturn and 
the two made a beautiful sight in the 
heavens. 

Mars opened the year as a morning star, 
but during May and June will rise in the 
southeast shortly after sunset and will pre- 
sent a very brilliant appearance throughout 
the night. At midnight in June he will be 
about at the Meridian. Mars will be visible 
on every dear night after then for the re- 
mainder of the year. 

Jupiter, which gave us such a bnlliant 
display all last summer, is now a morning 
star. In July he will rise in the southeast 
at sunset and become another star visible 
for the balance of the year. Jupiter is one 
of the finest sights in the heavens and is 
easily distinguishable as he will be rising 
very shortly after sunset and will be close 
to Mars during October and early Novem- 
ber, giving an exceptionally good oppor- 
tunity for the study of both. It is always 
easy to determine the position of the planets 
in the heavens at any given time by setting 
up a chart for the place and time.

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ASTROLOGY —The Key to Better Health

H. attain and to maintain health, 
it is imperative that we understand the pe- 
culiarities of our own particular body. 
Medical men are becoming increasingly 
aware of this necessity, for they are discov- 
ering that diagnosis alone is not sufhcient 
to ensure a cure, for unless the patient’s pe- 
culiar and individual reactions to a given 
kind of treatment are known a advance 
there is always a disconcerting liability to a 
strange and inexplicable failure. It is the 
instinctive recognition of this, no doubt. 
which leads to the maxim, "one man’s meat 
is another man's poison" —a truism we all 
eventually realize after a good deal of pain 
ful trial and error. Physicians of the ho- 
meopathic school realized this long ago. for 
their philosophy contained the admonition, 
"treat the patient that has the disease rather 
than the disease the patient has," the value 
of which they demonstrated by attaining a 
far higher percentage of cures of chronics 
than any other school whatsoever. Any ob. 
servant physician knows that he may have 
a dozen cases of the same disease, and even 
though these cases are at about the same 
stage, they do not all respond alike to the 
"indicated treatment.” This mysterious 
idiosyncrasy of the case it is which alone 
can explain the baffling failures which doc. 
tors constantly meet with. Therefore it 
must be obvious that any method which will 
afford added insight into those particular 
and highly individualistic conditions of the 


patient will aid markedly in the attainment 
of a cure. 


The claim, therefore, that the planetary 
positions at the moment of a person's birth, 
as exemplified by the laws of Astrology, are 
especially illuminating in this very needful 
way must needs command our careful scru- 
tiny. But Astrology will not only reveal 
the minutest peculiarities of a person's 
physiological makeup, but it also affords an 
amazing insight into the disease tendencies. 
disclosing these latencies long before they 
show up as symptoms or disfunctions or 
pathologies. Indeed. we could write an 
article on the advantages of diagnostic as- 
trology alone, for not only is the horoscope 
all-revealing in regard to the processes of 
the body, but it comprehends those mental 
and emotional states which are frequently 
very difficult to discern if not tacitly re 
vealed by the patient. More wonderful still, 
this mystic wheel of life will also reveal 
what even the most searching physical diag- 
nosis fails to reveal—the effects of environ- 
ment and surroundings. Assuredly no single 
system of diagnosis can lay claim to such 
sweeping accomplishments. 

That there is a very urgent need for the 
help which Medical Astrology alone «an 
render is evident when one contemplates the 
frank admissions of even the best medical 
diagnosticians. Dr. Cabot, of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, admits that their 
average success is barely over fifty per cent 
correct, and anyone familiar with the results 
of general practice knows how serious are 
the errors and how easily they are perpe- 
trated even with all the resources of modern 
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laboratory methods. 

Later 1 shall recount some cases from my 
own personal experience illustrating the de- 
ficiencies of orthodox methods and conclu- 
sively proving what an enormously useful 
aid physicians are missing who do not enlist 
the light of that ancient and much misun- 
derstood science— Astrology. Meantime, let 
us endeavor to understand just exactly why 
so apparently an absurd an idea as Medical 
Astrology has a solid foundation of fact 
behind it. 

Many of the factors involved tn planetary 
influence on human function relate to facts 
quite unknown to medical science, but per- 
haps by the use of analogy the modus op- 
erandi of its action may be made clear. First 
of all, take a sheet of paper and hold it hori- 
zontally in the left hand. Beneath this hold 
4 horseshoe magnet with the points upward, 
touching the underside of the paper. If you 
look on the surface of the paper you will 
see nothing unusual, but if you sprinkle 
some very fine iron filings over the upper 
surface of the sheet of paper you will pres- 
ently notice that they have arranged them- 

selves in radiating semicircles lying over the 
poles of the magnet, proving that there were 
lines of force radiating from the poles of 
the magnet, but that these were invisible 
until the iron filings revealed the presence 
of these previously invisible forces. Now 
in an exactly similar way the lines of force 
of planetary emanation set up lines of force 
in the body, and it is these latent lines ot 
force which predispose to disease, or to 
health, according to their precise nature. 

A very similar experiment proves this re- 
lation of vibration to form. Take a thin 
metal plate. Sprinkle it completely with a 
very light powder such as lycopodium. Then 
take a violin bow and bow the edge of the 
plate. You will be astounded to find that 
the powder has formed itself into very or- 
derly geometrical figures on the surface of 
the plate, and that every time you bow the 
same note you reproduce the same form, 
clearly proving the relation between vibra- 


e 
tion and form. In a not altogether dissimi. 
lar way the very high frequency vibrations 
emanated by the souls of the planetary 
bodies exercise a peculiar yet definite forma. 
tive power in the human body 
in all forms. Hence can 
the growth of tumors and the. disturbances 
of cell life due to the impinging invisible 
but nevertheless most potent planetary vi- 
brations. 

Astrology further [act 
most vital to every seeker after health-—that 
is the reality of a vital force or power flow. 
ing through the body, the presence of which 
constitutes life and the absence of which in- 
dicates death. 

Modern medical science practically ignores 
the presence of this constitutional force, and 
yet this most important fact is the key to 
innumerable conditions of health and dis. 
ease. Physical science admits the universe 
is made of two things—matter and energy. 
Yet the whole practice of medical science is 
virtually based on the idea that man is 
merely matter, completely ignoring the idea 
of a living, vitalizing energy flowing through 
the body, just because it has no way of 
measuring that force. If your electric light 
be flickering and sputtering, and after an ex- 
amination of the wires, the switches, the 
fuses and the bulb, you find nothing wrong 
with them, do you avow that all is well? 
Assuredly you do not. Your senses tell you 
that something is indeed wrong, and you 
conclude if there is nothing wrong with the 
circuit itself (the matter side of the phe- 
nomena) you very naturally conclude that it 
is the "juice" that is wrong—you say the 
current is not flowing properly. 

In almost precisely similar a way thou- 
sands of patients are told there is nothing 
wrong of any importance just because a 
physical (matter) examination shows the 
human circuit is normal—yet these same 
patients are complaining of symptoms the 
real causation of which is an irregularity in 
the flow of the vital force (juice). This 
can be easily demonstrated by the fact that

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the expert in. medical astrology is invariably 
able to tell the patient what symptoms he 
has, instead of having to ask what they are 
as is usually the case. 

Now an understanding of this vital force 
is of the profoundest importance in the 
problems of health, since it is the most basic 
influence lying beneath and beyond the 
physical. But because medical science has 
virtually no means of recording the mani- 
festations of this force it has chosen to ig- 
nore it—-with results which are most disas- 
trous, for it is, indeed, the master key to the 
peculiarities of the body. A discussion of 
all the detatls of the manifestations of this 
force is somewhat outside the scope of this 
article; meantime, therefore, let us be con- 
tent to imagine the vital force to be an in- 
visible electriclike energy continuously flow. 
ing in the nerve fibres and filaments of the 
body. This force, however, does not flow 
with absolute regularity, nor has it the same 
strength or rhythm in all individuals, for, 
like all forces of nature, it has tides, fluxes 
or rhythms, and it is the changes in these 
subtle rhytoms which are the beginnings of 
disease. We see this fact partially demon- 
strated in diseases which are characterized 
by marked periodicness, such as epilepsy, 
certain migraines, and especially the men- 
strual disorders of women, where the purely 
chemical cycle is insuflicient to explain the 
phenomena, but where a cyclic or periodic 
change in the energies which induce the 
chemical changes would explain the phe- 
nomena. 

Obviously if the doctor could only have 
some plan or blueprint which would show 
the layouts and circuits of these forces he 
would be in the fortunate position of being 
able to know exactly what is happening be- 
hind the scenes of nature, but at present he 
is entirely in the dark. 

Now the first clue to the possible relation 
of the heavenly bodies and these physiologi- 
cal phenomena is very obviously revealed by 
the connection which is known to exist be- 
tween the Moon and the tides. Although 
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there is not a physicist living who can ex 
plain how the Moon lifts those huge bodies 
of water we call the tides, we know as a 
matter of empirical observation that there 
i| à very definite connection. Still further 
observation leads one to conclude that it is 
most probable that all tides whatsoever, 
whether in the air, in the water, or even in 
the vital forces of the body are powerfully 
influenced by the Moon. In the latter con- 
nection experimental study shows that ac 
cording to the type of planetary forces op- 
erating with the Moon at birth in the case 
of a woman are her rhythms of periodic 
flow. Certain phases of childbirth marked- 
ly respond to these Moon rhythms, and there 
is even a suspicion that certain very subtle 
daily rhythms of the blood even coincide 
with the Moon impulses. 

All these direct, experimental and purely 
physical observations tend to confirm the 
ancient idea that the heavenly bodies mark- 
edly affect the human organism. In addi- 
tion to this there is a hint in the symbolism 
of the solar system. We know that the Sun 
is the source of all life on this planet; with- 
out its benefits radiations there would be 
no plant, animal or human life. If, then, 
we study the Sun’s position in the horoscope 
of birth, perhaps we will find it a clue to 
the mysteries of the aforesaid vital or life 
force. 

And so, eventually, we discover that this 
is, indeed, the key—that by this means we 
can estimate the constitutional vigor of tlic 
individual from the very moment of birth. 
Through this knowledge we can gauge the 
longevity of the individual. More than thts 
we can actually discern the peculiar indi. 
vidualities of the action of this vital force 
in a way not possible by any method at pres- 
ent at the disposal of medical science. In a 
general way it might be considered that the 
"flow" of the vital force in the body (much 
as an electric current flows in the wires of 
a circuit) results in a kind of burning ot 
the flame of life. And just as some fires 
burn brightly while others smoulder, so is 
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it known that the process of bodily combus- 

tion known as "metabolism" departs from 

its normal. But medical men can only dis- 
cern by means of the B. M. R. (Basal Meta- 
bolism Rate Test) whether the "fire of life" 
burns normally, below normal (smoulders) 
or above normal, whereas the Medical As- 
trologer is able to discern twelve distinctive 
types of metabolism according to the birth- 
month sign. In the articles which are to 
follow I will indicate these types so clearly 
that the reader will have no difficulty in 
checking on the truth of Medical Astrology, 
to say nothing of the advantage of discover- 
ing how yoz must live to be healthy. This 
is information which you cannot get any- 
where whatsoever, neither in medical 
schools, in colleges, nor even in books on 
Medical Astrology. You will find it of the 
utmost practical value. 

But before discussing the details of this 
principle further, let us clearly realize that 
the Sun in our individual horoscope indi- 
cates the vital force at our disposal through- 
out life. The sign occupied by the Sun at 
birth and the aspects it receives all indicate 
the idiosyncrasies of our particular vitality 
which is not necessarily the same as that of 
a friend, nor even a brother. These factors 
may be said to indicate the voltage or pres- 
sure-force of the vital flow throughout the 
body, and therefore its capacity to overcome 
disease and maintain function in the teeth 
of stress. The Sun shows then our consti- 
tutional strength and power of longevity. 
But, it should be noted, it does not show 
the factor of bealth. This should be evident 
from the fact that we constantly see indi- 
viduals who live to a ripe old age despite 
marked ill health, while robust, vigorous 
individuals, possessed of splendid health, die 
early and prematurely. What is the mys- 
tery of this contradiction? 

Again the wonderful basic principles of 
our wondrous art supply the answer. Con- 
ssitutional vigor and power of longevity de- 
pends upon the voltage of the force, and this 
is indicated in the horoscope by the sign po- 
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sition of the Sun and the aspects it receives, 
But health has little to do with the strength 
of this vital force. It is governed by the 
evenness of the flow, or rhythmicness of the 
vital flux. If in a factory a hundred work- 
ers manipulate machines and each do some 
particular job, then it will be found that the 
regularity (health) of production depends 
upon the evenness and regularity of the 
flow of materials to each worker. So it is 
that if the tidal flow of the vital force is 
irregular you have ill health of the nature 
of the disturbing planet. 

Thus it is that the Sun indicates the vital 
strength, while the Moon indicates the even- 
ness, or unevenness, of the tide of that flow 
and so indicates health. At present though 
medical science cannot clearly differentiate 
between the constitutionally vigorous indi- 
vidual who, despite chronic ill health, will 
reach a ripe old age, and the superbly healthy 
individual who dies unexpectedly and pre- 
maturely. When the insurance companies 
awake to the value of this knowledge we 
shall see medical astrology employed by the 
big insurance companies. Until that happy 
consummation we shall continue to see in- 
surance companies passing as first class risks 
individuals who mysteriously and unexpect- 
edly pass on as soon as the first premium 
has been paid. I have personally seen not 
a few such cases. On one occasion I was 
called to the case of a magnificent specimen 
of physical perfection, a naval officer who 
just a few weeks before had been passed as 
in absolutely first class health, who was then 
dying of peritonitis as the result of a rup- 
tured appendix. 

In the light of this it will be seen that 
any tyro in Astrology can already gauge the 
constitutional strength in a general way with 
remarkable accuracy. Obviously, if you 
have the Sun in a fire sign (Aries, Leo or 
Sagittarius), you have an inherently gocd 
vitality, and if the Sun’s aspects to Saturn, 
Jupiter or Mars be good, you will (other 
things being equal), achieve quite an age. 

Thus will you see why if you have the 
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Sun in Capricorn (a Saturn sign, which 
holds back the vitality, making it somewhat 
feeble in infancy but conserving it so that 
the native tends to live to a very old age. 
You will thus perceive why the Sun in Tau- 
rus (the Bull) gives great physical strength 
and recuperativeness. This will enable you 
to understand why the nervous Gemini or 
Aquarius (sun sign) people tend to fritter 
their nervous energy away and so lessen 
their longevity.

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MUNDANE ASTROLOGY

Tie month of March will prove a 
rather uncertain and confusing period, due 
not only to the gencral aspects in force at the 
time but to the divided rulership of the 
month, two lunations and two ingresses hav- 
ing influence over its thirty-one days. 

The first twelve days of the month are 
under the Aquarian New Moon, which, 
coming in with a Jupiterian rulership in as- 
pect to Neptune, Mars, Saturn and Uranus, 
promised a fortunate period for the financial 
and business progress of our country, a 
greater sense of material security and well.

well as unfortunate conditions due to 
wcather. 

Schools and universities as well as all sorts 
of publications, will be a focal point of in- 
terest and attention; suicides and scandal ap- 
pear to mark school life at this time, some 
due to overwrought nervous systems and cx- 
treme mental depression, It would appear 
from this and the March funation as well, 
that a great deal of sickness will afflict stu- 
dents, and that they will take on more work 


and studies than they are able to handle 
wisely. Intelligent parents should guard 
against this and thus prevent incipient 
trapcdics. 

Foreign affairs will take up much of the 
news and overtures of friendship will be 
made; yet much of the news will be untrust. 
worthy and designed as propaganda by in- 
terests inimical to our national welfare. New 
publications make their appearance, as well 
as scientific and philosophical journals; cases 
of blackmail will come to light, and the po- 
lice will be very, very busy, scoring plenty 
of victories. Prison outbreaks will occur, oc- 
casioning investigations and reforms; many 
criminals will be caught easily during this 
period and it should prove a very fortunate 
period for our government where such mat- 
ters are concerned. Charitable institutions 
and hospitals now reccive considerably in- 
creased support financially; the army, navy 
and police benefit also financially and find 
this a profitable and constructive period for 
their expansion and development. 

About the seventh of March, the Sun will 
conjoin the Saturn in the Winter Ingress 
Chart, as well as reaching the opposition of 
Neptune, "Therefore, within a few days of 
this period, the public should take great care 
to avoid becoming ill through colds, conges- 
tion, pneumonia, flu, grippe and other allied 
complications, as the results are likely to be 
fatal in many cases. These troubles will be 
due chiefly to a run-down condition, care: 
lessness and. sclf-neglect, unnecessary expo- 
sure and carcless dressing, under very shift- 
ing and mutable weather conditions, which 
will catch the unwary. ‘This period should be 
considered to exist until through March 21, 
and every precaution taken. It is only too 
well known that more pcople die of illnesses 
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contracted in the month of March than at 
any other timc ; that wil] be particularly true 
m the year 1937, and therefore especial 
caution should be exercised this month, Get 
plenty of rest and sleep and let the diet be 
mainly of fruit juices and vegetables; avoid 
heavy pastries, starches and meats; keep the 
intestines purged particularly at this time, 
and all these evils may be avoided. Avoid 
worry and uncertaintics at this period. and 
commence no new undertakings. With both 
the mind and the body at rest, it should not 
be difficult to glide through this period with. 
out trouble. This advice applies particularly 
to those born from September 23 to October 
23, December L to 21, March 1 to 21 and 
June 1 to 21st. 

On the twelfth the New Moon occurs 
2.23 P. M., at Washington, D. C., practi- 
cally a reproduction of the Winter Ingress 
Chart. This is scarcely so fortunate for 
progress as we could wish, as there will be 
many delays and hindrances; legal matters 
will claim much attention, and the courts 
will be full and busy, especially with affairs 
having to do with labor disputes and difh- 
culties. It would appear, however, that la- 
bor would do well to compromise, as it is 
not likely to have its way at the present, and 
injustice and impracticality appear to be 
mixed with its demands; yct it is distinctly 
ina fortunate period from a financial point 
of view, and wages appear to be on the in. 
crease; while jobs and positions are increas- 
ing abundantly. In the aspects present in 
this chart an agreement. between capital and 
labor seems quite possible, profitable and 
agreeable to both sides of the fence. There 
seems to be a great desire for peace and 
progress here among the laboring classes, 
though somehow they are confused by ele- 
ments they do not understand, to their loss 
and detriment. Manufacturing now picks 
up, and there is a great demand for many 
commodities, The people seem to be busy 
and very occupicd, and the health situation 
appears to be improved, though physicians 
are busy and overworked, 
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There will be considerable mortality dur- 
ing this lunation; there will also be consid- 
erable loss of life and property from floods 
as well as from shipwreck and accidents at 
sca. |t will be a bad period for foreign 
travel, and trade will temporarily fall off. 
Trouble with steamship employees and sca- 
men appears to arise, as well as legal diff- 
culties over churches and universities. Some 
mismanagement and scandal may occur in 
the Navy, perhaps having to do with its sup- 
plics. Crooked financial schemes will come 
to light and dishonest officials lose their po- 
sitions. A grcat deal of scandal will fill our 
papers for a itme and many hidden condi- 
tions of a not too palatable kind be revealed. 
Death will occur among members of Con- 
gress. Matters connected with Social Se- 
curity Insurance will come up for revision. 
Again the air scems to be unfortunate, and 
aviation disasters will occur, Some promi- 
nent person will become divorced and scan- 
dal attack the names of important persons. 
A woman will come into the limelight at 
Washington. Some action will be taken by 
forcign governments concerning the debts 
owed this country. Some insurance fraud 
will be revealed, and, we might add, the 
insurance companies will sutfer heavy losses 
this month, 

It is during this lunation that the Spring 
season begins, March 20, a chart for which 
shows the general conditions for the follow- 
ing three months. This chart shows benefit 
and improvement where commercial enter- 
prises, manufacturing and business are con- 
cerned, and general commercial affairs 
should hum. Much sickness is shown again 
and the hospitals will be packed. Money 
will be flowing freely, and people will be 
spending as never before in many years; | 
scc a great inclination to extravagance and 
overoptimism, perhaps natural after all the 
recent restrictions, but it should be curbed, 
as the general curve for the whole year will 
not prove it wise. 

This will be a very emotional year, and 
all kinds of flirtations, elopements, sudden 
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affairs and marriages will occur; but I am 
sorry to say, will later be broken off. Di- 
vorce will become more frequent and attract 
much attention.
